Labor Force 2012 survey is on 


ORANJESTAD — For the se¬ 
cond consecutive year, the 
Ministry of Tourism, Trans¬ 
port & Labor along with the 
Department of Labor, is 
conducting a Labor Force 
survey.

National Social Dialogue renders interesting investment stimuli 



ORANJESTAD -Reported¬ 
ly the IPC (Imputation Payment 
Company) introduced back in 
2003 became a very un¬ 
attractive arrangement for most 
investors. For years they have 
been discussing, arguing and 
deliberating how to eliminate 
this negative fiscal product. 

The government considers 
what transpired in this social 
dialogue as a historical and ex¬ 
ceptional matter, the fact that 
they reached an agreement on 
this important issue, and was 
able to sign a protocol to this 
effect. The new IPC regimen 


will be primarily to focus on at¬ 
tracting investors to Amba. The 
stimulation of new activities 
such as the promotion of the 
economy of knowledge and in¬ 
vestment in Green energy will 
be added to the list of current 
activities. Hotels will reduce 
their RevPar, under certain 
conditions. For example, the 
condition that they will focus 
on improving the environment. 

Reportedly, certain fiscal 
changes and implementations 
introduced in 2006 created a 
negative environment for in¬ 
vesting on Aruba. For example 


the regimen of the AVV, the 
elimination of the “invester- 
ingsaftrek” (the non-deduc- 
table on investments), the 
introduction of the B.B.O. tax, 
etc. According to the current 
government all of those meas¬ 
ures brought about deteriora¬ 
tion in the financial climate for 
investments. 

During the Social Dialogue, 
they agreed to re-introduce the 
“investeringsaftrek” to stimu¬ 
late investment. The various 
points on which they reached a 
positive consensus are: the re¬ 
vision of the IPC regimen, the 


introduction of a special zone 
in San Nicolas, reduction on 
taxes on furniture when these 
reach a value of 10 thousand 
Aruban florins per room, the 
possibility to deduct the inter¬ 
est in cases where there is local 
participation of the purchase. 
We understand that in due 
course the government will 
submit a formal list of all the 
agreements for the general 
public to be duly informed. 

All in all all decisions taken 
are for the purporse of impro¬ 
ving the quality of life and the 
quality of the Aruba product.

Rice says happy to stay at 
UN for Obama 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
Susan Rice, the top US diplo¬ 
mat at the center of speculation 
about a top job in the new 
Obama administration, said 
yesterday she is happy to re¬ 
main the US ambassador to the 
United Nations. 

US media reports have 
made Rice a strong contender 
to become US secretary of state 
in place of Hillary Clinton or 
President Barack Obama's na¬ 
tional security adviser. 

"I love my job here at the 
United Nations. I always have, 
I always will, especially today, 
and I look forward to continu¬ 
ing to serve for as long as Pre¬ 
sident Obama would like me 
to," Rice told reporters after 
the United States secured a 
second term on the UN Human 
Rights Council. 

The comment did little to 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
lawmakers yesterday de¬ 
manded to know why Presi¬ 
dent Obama was not informed 
for several months that his CIA 
chief David Petraeus was 
under investigation in an ex¬ 
plosive sex scandal. 

It is reported that top FBI 
and Justice Department figures 
learned of the scandal late last 
summer but decided to leave 


dampen speculation about 
Rice, whose place as a close 
adviser to Obama and experi¬ 
ence as a diplomat is consi¬ 
dered her main strength as a 
potential secretary of state. 

Worries have been raised, 
however, that she could strug¬ 
gle to get Senate confirmation 
following a controversy over 
the attack on the US mission in 
Benghazi, Fibya in September 
in which the US ambassador 
was killed. 

Republican attacks have 
targetted Rice, who on the 
Sunday after the attack went 
on television talk shows and 
said that according to the infor¬ 
mation available at the time it 
was a "spontaneous" protest. 

Clinton and Obama have 
both defended Rice saying that 
she had given the best informa¬ 
tion available.

NETIVOT, (AFP) - Gaza mi¬ 
litants yesterday fired six rock¬ 
ets at southern Israel but later 
offered to cease fire if the Jew¬ 
ish state did the same, as the Is¬ 
raeli top brass weighed a 
stronger response to a flare-up 
in violence. 

The number of rockets fired 
represented a significant drop 
from Sunday, when dozens of 
missiles crashed into southern 
Israel, prompting a series of 
overnight raids in retaliation. 

The main Palestinian mili¬ 
tant groups in the Gaza Strip, 
including Hamas and Islamic 
Jihad, met and said they were 
ready for a ceasefire if Israel 
"stops its aggression" against 
the territory. 

"The Islamic and nationalist 
movement confirm that the re¬ 
sponse of the resistance de¬ 
pends on whether the Zionist 
aggression against our people 
is continued," they said in a 
statement read out at a news 
conference in Gaza City. 

A flare-up in violence since 
Saturday has claimed the lives 
of six Palestinians, as armed 
groups fired more than 115 

NY Times in 
takes reins 

NEW YORK (AFP) - Former 
BBC chief Mark Thompson 
assumed his new role at The 
New York Times Co. Monday 
amid questions about whether 
the crisis engulfing the British 
broadcaster would spill over to 
the US news organization. 

Thompson, named in Au¬ 
gust as the US media firm's 
president and chief executive, 
remains part of the news even 
though he has denied any role 
in shelving an investigative re¬ 
port into sex abuse by the late 
BBC star Jimmy Savile. 

The Times has reaffirmed 
support for Thompson and he 


rockets at Israel, wounding 
eight people. 

Egyptian security sources 
said Cairo has been attempting 
to broker a ceasefire, with mi¬ 
litants from Gaza's ruling 
Hamas movement and from Is¬ 
lamic Jihad saying they would 
observe any truce "provided 
Israel commits to doing the 
same." 

On Sunday night, Israel car¬ 
ried out air strikes in north and 
southern Gaza, and Palestinian 
militants began launching 
rockets into Israel from around 
7:30 am. 

An initial count of 11 rock¬ 
ets was later revised down to 
six by the military, with the 
same number confirmed by the 
police. Two were intercepted 
by the Iron Dome anti-missile 
system. One rocket landed in 
Netivot where medics said they 
treated 26 people for shock. 

Yesterday's rocket fire was 
claimed by the Popular Front 
for the Liberation of Palestine, 
the Democratic Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine and the 
Popular Resistance Commit¬ 
tees.

Kenya police 
ambush toll 
rises to 42 

NAIROBI (AFP) - The death 
toll from a weekend ambush on 
Kenyan police officers in the 
north of the country — the 
deadliest ever — has risen to 42 
after more bodies were found, 
police said. Nine other officers 
are recovering in hospital from 
their wounds 

"We have never lost such a 
big number of officers," a po¬ 
lice source said on condition of 
anonymity. 

Officers hunting cattle 
thieves were ambushed by gun¬ 
men on Saturday in Baragoi, a 
remote district in Kenya's arid 
north. 

The group of rustlers police 
were pursuing were already 
suspected of killing 13 people 
in a raid on October 30. 

Police set out after the 
rustlers when a deadline for the 
return of the cattle expired. 

Cattle theft and the ensuing 
clashes between rival pastora- 
list groups claim dozens of 
lives every year in arid north¬ 
ern Kenya. However, it is rare 
for police officers to be at¬ 
tacked by rustlers. 

The violence is not believed 
to be linked to politics, but it 
raises concerns over security 
and a lack of police capacity in 
volatile areas ahead of elec¬ 
tions due to take place in 



PARIS -- The sister of Mo- 
hamed Merah, the Islamist 
gunman who shot seven 
people dead in Toulouse in 
March, is the subject of a 
criminal investigation after 
declaring herself proud of 
her brother in a television 
documentary, judicial 
sources said yesterday. 

The probe will establish 
whether Souad Merah 
breached French legisla¬ 
tion that prevents individu¬ 
als from publicly defending 
terrorist acts. 

A program broadcast by 
the M6 channel on Sunday 
included secretly-filmed 
footage of her saying she 
was "proud" of her brother 
for "fighting to the end." 

Interior Minister Manuel 
Vails described her state¬ 
ments as "an apology for 
terrorism and anti-Semi¬ 
tism and a provocation to 
religious and racial hatred."

Teen Dutch couple jailed for inciting Facebook murder 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - A 
teenage Dutch couple was 
jailed yesterday for inciting an¬ 
other adolescent to stab a girl 
to death for allegedly posting 
derogatory comments on Face- 
book. 

The 16-year-old female de¬ 
fendant, identified only as 
"Polly" because of her age, 
was handed the maximum sen¬ 
tence for a minor by the east¬ 
ern Arnhem court. 

"She was jailed for two 
years and sent to a youth psy¬ 
chiatric facility for three years, 
one suspended," court spokes¬ 
woman Marlou Nijland told 


AFP. 

Her accomplice and 
boyfriend at the time, identi¬ 
fied as 18-year-old Wesley C., 
received the same sentence. 

Details of the case shocked 
the nation when the court 
heard that the couple hired a 
teenage hitman to stab 15- 
year-old Joyce Hau to death on 
January 14. 

The attack happened after 
Hau and Polly had a fight on 
the social networking site and 
derogatory comments were ap¬ 
parently posted. 

Shortly afterwards, Wesley 
C. contacted Jing Hua K., 14, 


and according to prosecutors 
asked him to "silence some¬ 
one". 

Jing Hua K. went to the vic¬ 
tim's home, saying he had 
something to give her. When 
she came to the door he repea¬ 
tedly stabbed her with a knife 
and then attacked her father, 
scarring his face for life. 

The victim was left "in a 
lake of blood", judges said in 
September as they handed Jing 
Hua K. a one-year sentence 
and ordered him to spend at 
least two years in a psychiatric 
facility. 

The girl died in hospital 


five days after the attack. 

Jing Hua K. was promised 
150 euros ($190) or "a few 
drinks" if he carried out the 
murder, the court heard. 

"Both defendants have a 
personality disorder and the 
level of development of their 
socio-emotional functioning is 
lower than average," the ver¬ 
dict said. 

More than 90 percent of 
Dutch citizens between the 
ages of 16 and 25 use social 
networking sites including 
Facebook, the central statistics 
office said.

The Department of Public 
Health (DESPA) advises that 
the population, particularly 
parents and teachers, take 
note that Whooping Cough, 
also known as Pertussis or 
Tosferina is demonstrating a 
resurgence. During the year 
2012 the disease has been re¬ 
ported in countries around 
the world, among others 
Latin America, Europe and 
the US. 

Whooping cough is a 
highly contagious bacterial 
infection of the lungs and air¬ 
ways caused by Bordetella 
pertussis or Bordetella para¬ 
pertussis bacteria. People 
with whooping cough are in¬ 
fectious from six days after 
exposure to the bacterium to 
three weeks after the 'whoop¬ 
ing' cough begins. Whooping 
cough can be passed from 
person to person through 
droplets in the air from 
coughing and sneezing. The 
bacterium infects the lining 
of the airways, mainly the 
windpipe (trachea) and the 
two airways that branch off 
from it to the lungs (the 
bronchi). When the Borde¬ 
tella pertussis bacterium 
comes into contact with the 
lining of these airways, it 
multiplies and causes a build¬ 
up of thick mucus. It is the 
mucus that causes the intense 
bouts of coughing as your 
body tries to expel it. The 
bacterium also causes the air¬ 
ways to swell up, making 
them narrower than usual. As 
a result, breathing is made 
difficult, which causes the 
'whoop' sound as you gasp 
for breath after a bout of 
coughing. 

Whooping cough tends to 
develop in stages, with mild 
symptoms occurring first, 
followed by a period of more 
severe symptoms, before im¬ 
provement begins. The con¬ 
dition usually begins with a 



persistent dry and irritating 
cough that progress to intense 
bouts of coughing. These are 
followed by a distinctive 
'whooping' noise, which is 
how the condition got its 
name. Other symptoms in¬ 
clude a runny nose, raised 
temperature and vomiting 
after coughing. The coughing 
can last for around three 
months (another name for 
whooping cough is the ‘hun¬ 
dred day cough’). 

.Babies and young chil¬ 
dren are usually most se¬ 
verely affected by whooping 
cough. They are most likely 
to develop severe complica¬ 
tions such as: 

• pneumonia, an infec¬ 
tion that causes inflammation 
of the tissues in your lungs 

• dehydration 

• temporary pauses in 
breathing as a result of severe 
difficulty with breathing 

• weight loss due to 
excessive vomiting 

• seizures (fits) 

• low blood pressure, 
requiring medication 

• kidney failure, re¬ 
quiring temporary dialysis 

• brain damage, if 
breathing difficulties prevent 
enough oxygen from getting 
to the brain 

• Bluish skin color, 

which indicates a lack of 

oxygen 

Severe complications such 
as pneumonia and brain dam¬ 
age can be fatal, although this 
is extremely rare. 

DTaP vaccination, one of 
the recommended childhood 
immunizations, protects chil¬ 
dren against pertussis infec¬ 


tion. DTaP vaccine can be 
safely given to infants. Five 
DTaP vaccines are recom¬ 
mended. They are usually 
given to children at ages 2 
months, 4 months, 6 months, 
15-18 months, and 4-6 years. 
It is highly effective for the 
prevention of diphtheria, 
tetanus, and pertussis 

On Aruba 93 percent of 
children are vaccinated 
against Whooping Cough. 
Babies receive their first shot 
as soon as they are weeks 
old. The shot protects babies 
until they complete their vac¬ 
cination program at the age 
of 5. It is very important that 
children complete their vac¬ 
cination program. 

During a pertussis out¬ 
break, un-immunized chil¬ 
dren under age 7 should not 
attend school or public gath¬ 
erings, and should be isolated 
from anyone known or sus¬ 
pected to be infected. This 
should last until 14 days after 
the last reported case. The 
Department of Health advises 
parents and caretakers to pro¬ 
tect young children, particu¬ 
larly recently born infants, 
from persons with flu symp¬ 
toms. Carefully follow all 
coughing hygiene steps; 
washing hands, use a tissue 
when coughing and dispose 
of if accordingly.

All of this will be inte¬ 
grated into a user experience — 
the BlackBerry Flow -- that is 
unlike any smartphone on the 
market today.” 

The launch comes with 
RIM, once the dominant 
smartphone maker, rapidly 
losing market share.

India unveils new version of 
’world’s cheapest tablet’ 


NEW DELHI (AFP) - India 
has launched a new version of 
what is dubbed the world's 
cheapest computer — on sale 
to students at the subsidised 
price of $20 — with a quicker 
processor and an improved 
battery. 

The Aakash tablet has been 
developed as a public-private 
partnership aimed at making 
computing technology avail¬ 
able to students in a country 
where only one in ten uses the 
Internet. 

Makers of the tablet, 
Britain-based Datawind, say 


the Aakash 2 is powered by a 
processor that runs three 
times faster than the original. 
It also has a bigger touch 
screen and a battery with a 
life of three hours. 

Company CEO Suneet

China's endangered pandas face 
bamboo shortage threat 



PARIS (AFP) - Their num¬ 
bers already threatened by a 
slow breeding rate and rapid 
habitat loss, China's endan¬ 
gered giant pandas now also 
risk losing their staple food, 
bamboo, to climate change, a 
report said recently. 

A study in China's north¬ 
western Qinling Mountains, 
home to around 270 pandas - 
- about a fifth of the world's 
wild population — predicts a 
"substantial” bamboo decline 
this century as the globe 
warms. 

"The pandas may face a 
shortage of food unless they 
can find alternative food re¬ 
sources," a team of re¬ 
searchers from the United 
States and China warn in the 
journal Nature Climate 
Change. 


The international symbol 
of environmental conserva¬ 
tion efforts, the giant panda is 
a picky eater. 

Ninety-nine percent of its 
diet consists of bamboo — de¬ 
vouring up to 38 kilograms 
(84 pounds) per day. This 
means the iconic black-and- 
white bear's survival is 
closely linked to a thriving 
bamboo habitat. 

Bamboo itself also has a 
slow reproductive rate, flow¬ 
ering only every 30 to 35 
years, which means it would 
be slow to adapt to a change 
in local climate, said a state¬ 
ment on the research. 

Based on the data gath¬ 
ered for this study, re¬ 
searchers predict that three 
bamboo species which make 
up almost the entire diet of 


the Qinling pandas, will all 
but disappear in a warmer cli¬ 
mate. 

"Results suggest that al¬ 
most the entire panda habitat 
in the region may disappear 
by the end of the 21st cen¬ 
tury,” said the study report. 

The calculations are based 
on different warming scenar¬ 
ios projected by the Intergov¬ 
ernmental Panel on Climate 
Change — ranging from rises 
of two to five degrees Celsius 
(35.6 to 41 degrees Fahren¬ 
heit) in summer by century's 
end, and three to eight de¬ 
grees C in winter. 

These projections were 
collated with data on rainfall 
and greenhouse gas emis¬ 
sions as well as historical 
growth patterns, to consider 
the future of bamboo. 

Already, deforestation is 
threatening the survival of 
about half of all bamboo 
species worldwide. 

The researchers say bam¬ 
boo distribution has histori¬ 
cally fluctuated in response 
to changes in the climate. 

In the modem era, though, 
even if other areas were to 
become climatically more 
suited for bamboo growth, 
these would be far away and 
fall outside the present net¬ 
work of protected panda re¬ 
serves.

EU suspends controversial 
aviation carbon tax 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - The Eu¬ 
ropean Union executive caved 
in to critics of its contested car¬ 
bon tax on air travel yesterday, 
offering to "stop the clock" and 
suspend the measure for a year 
on flights to and from non-Eu¬ 
ropean nations. 

The EU’s climate commis¬ 
sioner Connie Hedegaard said 
at a hastily-arranged news con¬ 
ference that she had just re¬ 
commended in a phone 
conversation with the 27 EU 
nations that the tax be sus¬ 
pended in the interests of nego¬ 
tiating a global C02 deal. 

"Finally we have a chance 
to get an international regula¬ 
tion on emissions from avia¬ 
tion," Hedegaard said, re¬ 
ferring to progress on the mat¬ 
ter at a Friday meeting of the 


International Civil Aviation 
Organization (ICAO) in Mon¬ 
treal. 

"But let me be very clear: if 
this exercise does not deliver — 
and I hope it does, then need¬ 
less to say we are back to where 
we are today with the EU ETS 
(Emissions Trading Scheme). 
Automatically!" she stressed. 

The suspension of the C02 
tax would affect flights "to and 
from non-European countries", 
meaning European airlines 
will continue to pay. 

Hedegaard said she had re¬ 
commended "stopping the 
clock for one year," until after 
the next ICAO general assem¬ 
bly in autumn 2013, due to 
signs at Friday’s ICAO talks of 
a move towards a global deal, 
or "market based mechanism". 


Swiss lawmakers to probe 
handing bank data to US 


GENEVA (AFP) - A Swiss 
parliamentary commission 
said yesterday it would inves¬ 
tigate a government decision 
earlier this year to allow banks 
to hand over data on their em¬ 
ployees to Washington as part 
of a tax evasion probe. 

The management commis¬ 
sion of the lower house of par¬ 
liament said in a statement it 
had "opened an investigation 
into the decisions taken by the 
government on January 18 and 
April 4, 2012 concerning the 
transfer of bank data and data 
on bank employees to US au¬ 
thorities." 

In an unprecedented move, 
the Swiss government gave 11 
Swiss banks the go-ahead to 
accommodate Washington and 
hand over the names of thou¬ 
sands of their staff and consul¬ 
tants working with American 
clients. 

In addition to providing 
personal information about 
staff to the US tax authorities, 
the banks have also reportedly 


made available personal docu¬ 
ments, emails and details of 
telephone calls. 

The government decision 
came after Swiss lawmakers 
approved a revised tax deal 
with the United States that 
eased banking secrecy rules, 
allowing US authorities to 
more easily obtain details of 
tax cheats from Swiss banks. 

The government’s and the 
banks' actions caused an up¬ 
roar in Switzerland and espe¬ 
cially among the affected bank 
employees, many of whom 
have said they no longer dare 
travel to the United States for 
fear they could face charges of 
assisting tax evaders. 

The parliamentary commis¬ 
sion said yesterday it had or¬ 
dered a probe aimed at casting 
light on the circumstances sur¬ 
rounding the government deci¬ 
sion, and that it would consider 
whether there should be "con¬ 
sequences." 

It did not say how long the 
probe was expected to take. 
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Swiss watches tick to Chinese 
heartbeat

GENEVA (AFP) - With the 
Chinese increasingly covet¬ 
ing European luxury goods, 
Swiss watchmakers are eye¬ 
ing a huge new market for 
their wares, but disagree on 
the best way of capturing it. 

The question being 
mulled by famous Swiss 
watch brands is whether to 
create more specialty edi¬ 
tions aimed at appealing 
specifically to the Chinese or 
instead simply wait for fast- 
shifting Chinese tastes to 
adapt to European fashion. 

At a Hublot workshop in 
Nyon, a small town set on the 
shores of Lake Geneva be¬ 
tween Geneva and Lausanne, 
workers clad in white lab 
coats huddle around an extra 
slim watch conceived spe¬ 
cially for the Chinese market. 

As they carefully place 
the dainty hands on the tita¬ 
nium face, Hublot spokes¬ 
woman Anais Treand insists 
that the watch, priced at 
14,300 Swiss francs 
($15,100, 12,700 euros), will 
be a hit in China since it is 
’’light and delicate”. 

This year, China ac¬ 
counted for 7.8 percent of 
Swiss watch exports in terms 
of value, according to the 
Federation of the Swiss 
Watch Industry, and watch¬ 
makers claim there is plenty 
of room for expansion. 

The company, which 
since 2008 belongs to French 
group LVMH, has decided to 
adapt to the Chinese with 
special marketing and prod¬ 
ucts in a bid to capture a 
chunk of this massive poten¬ 
tial market, he said. 

Other brands have also 
jumped on the Chinese band¬ 
wagon, producing often very 
limited and exclusive models 
inspired by Chinese culture. 

Geneva watchmaker 
Vacheron Constantin has 
thus just launched the ’’Leg¬ 
end of the Chinese Zodiac” - 
a series of luxury 
timepieces based on a 12- 
year cycle beginning with the 
Year of the Snake. 

In famous watchmaking 
city La Chaux-de-Fonds, in 


western Switzerland, Jaquet 
Droz has meanwhile just 
launched two limited series 
featuring two orange tigers 
and two yellow dragons 
hand-painted on off-white 
enamel baked at more than 
800 degrees Celsius — a tra¬ 
ditional Chinese technique. 

’’These kinds of pieces are 
very successful in Asia, but 
not only there,” said Jenna 
Racine, a spokeswoman for 
the brand, which has a long 
history of catering to Chinese 
desires; back in the 18th cen¬ 
tury it was the first to ever 
import watches into the For¬ 
bidden City. 

But others in the industry 
caution against pandering to 
Chinese tastes, which they 
say are changing quickly. 

’’The extreme focus on 
China is dangerous,” said 
Thierry Stern, the head of 
Geneva watchmaker Patek 
Philippe, in an interview with 
Swiss daily Le Temps earlier 
this year. 

Biver of Hublot agreed 
that ’’you shouldn't adapt too 
much to (the Chinese), be¬ 
cause when they evolve, you 
won’t be on their wavelength 
any longer.” 

According to Marc Hayek, 
the head of Blancpain, a 


brand belonging to Swatch, 
future sales depend not only 
on the Chinese market itself 
but also on wealthy Chinese 
tourists abroad. 

Swiss financial daily Han- 
delszeitung has for instance 
calculated that each Chinese 
tourist visiting the central 
Swiss city of Lucern — 
around 90,000 last year alone 
— spends an average of 2,000 
Swiss francs on Swiss 
watches. 

Hayek, the grandson of 
Swatch founder Nicolas 
Hayek, is himself wearing a 
Blancpain watch specially 
made for the Chinese, crafted 
in platinum and equipped 
with a traditional Chinese 
calendar and hours, one of 
which corresponds to 120 
minutes, along with Zodiac 
symbols and lunar phases. 

But despite his own deli¬ 
cate timepiece worth 82,000 
Swiss francs, he insists cater¬ 
ing to Chinese tastes should 
be undertaken with care, 
since watches should "remain 
truly 100 percent within the 
DNA of the brand”. 

While Swiss watchmakers 
face off against each other, 
the biggest threat to their Chi¬ 
nese ambitions may just 
come from within the coun¬ 
try. 

In a recent interview with 
Swiss trade publication 
Watch Around, Bruce Du, 
who heads Chinese watch 
brand FIYTA, stressed his 
company was focusing heav¬ 
ily on producing luxury 
watches with quality match¬ 
ing the famous Swiss brands. 

And with its recent pur¬ 
chase of Geneva brand Mon- 
tres Chouriet, FIYTA may 
just have the means to be a 
fierce competitor. 


Jermaine Jackson comes clean 
on 'Jacksun' name tweak 

PARIS (AFP) - Michael Jackson's 
older brother Jermaine explained 
Monday he had registered the 
name "Jacksun" as an official 
pseudonym because he loves the 
sun - but that his legal name re¬ 
mained unchanged. 

"I didn't change my name," Jack- 
son told a press conference in 
Paris when asked about reports 
he petitioned a US court last 
week to let him tweak the spelling of his famous sur¬ 
name to "Jermaine Jacksun". 

"I just changed one letter because I love the sun. The 
sound is the same," he explained, based on a French 
translation of his comments. 

"It is still 'Jackson', it is just J-a-c-k-s-u-n, but that's for 
me personally", he added in English, saying he had had 
the pseudonym registered with a lawyer. 

"In the business my last name will always remain J-a-c- 
k-s-o-n."

PARIS (AFP) - The World 
Anti-Doping Agency 

(WADA) on Monday called 
for wider efforts to tackle the 
use of banned substances in 
sport, warning that lack of 
funding was hampering its 
fight against increasingly so¬ 
phisticated cheating. 

’’With $25-30 million (20- 
24 million euros of funding) a 
year, WADA’s budget is less 
than some European foot¬ 
ballers earn,” the organisa¬ 
tion’s director-general David 
Howman told a conference in 
Paris. 

’’The (Lance) Armstrong 
affair especially has shown 
that we’re dealing with a more

Armstrong steps down from 
Livestrong board 


CHICAGO (AFP) - Dis¬ 
graced cycling star Lance 
Armstrong has stepped down 
from the board of the cancer¬ 
fighting Livestrong charity he 
founded 15 years ago in the 
wake of a huge doping scan¬ 
dal. 

Armstrong voluntarily re¬ 
signed from the board on No¬ 
vember 4, nearly three weeks 
after he stepped down as 
chairman, his replacement 
said in a statement provided to 
AFP on Monday. 

He did so ”to spare the or¬ 
ganization any negative ef¬ 
fects as a result of controversy 
surrounding his cycling ca¬ 
reer,” chairman Jeff Garvey 
said. 

Armstrong has not com¬ 
pletely severed ties with the 
foundation but ”his visibility 
will be reduced,” added com¬ 
munications chief Katherine 


McLane. 

’’Although he has no for¬ 
mal leadership role with the 
organization and the founda¬ 
tion is focusing on elevating 
the voices and stories of sur¬ 
vivors all around the world 
not just a single individual, he 
is still the foundation’s cre¬ 
ator,” she said in a telephone 
interview. 

”We count on him to re¬ 
main active in the cancer 
cause, whether that’s with the 
foundation or whatever form 
he chooses his advocacy to 
take.” 

Armstrong was issued a 
life ban and stripped of seven 
Tour de France titles in Au¬ 
gust by the US Anti-Doping 
Agency (US AD A), which last 
month revealed 1,000 pages 
of evidence against him, in¬ 
cluding testimony from 11 
former teammates. 


Olympic champs Felix, Eaton 
honored 


INDIANAPOLIS, Indiana 
(AFP) - Ally son Felix and 
Ashton Eaton were named 
the winners of the 2012 Jesse 
Owens Award on Monday, 
given annually by USA Track 
and Field to the country’s out¬ 
standing athletics performers. 

At the London Olympics, 
Felix won three gold medals, 
finally capturing a long- 
awaited individual gold in the 
200m and also striking gold 
in the 4x400m relay and in 
the world-record setting 
4x100m relay. 

Eaton's 2012 season 
started with a national title in 
the long jump at the US in¬ 


door championships. 

From there he went on to 
better his own world record 
in the heptathlon as he won 
the World Indoor Champi¬ 
onships with 6,645 points. 

At the Olympic Trials, 
Eaton set a world record of 
9,039 points in the rain- 
soaked decathlon competi¬ 
tion in Eugene. 

He went on to win 
Olympic gold in London 
with a total of 8,869 points. 

Eaton and Felix will be 
presented with their awards 
on Saturday, December 1, at 
the Jesse Owens Hall of 
Fame Banquet. 


with unwarranted pressures 
on teams,” he added, referring 
to the shamed US cyclist.

The president of the Inter¬ 
national Olympic Committee, 
Jacques Rogge, added: ’’The 
fight against doping is too big 
for a single organisation to 
tackle on its own.” 

One way that the industry 
had helped so far was by mak¬ 
ing available to WADA sam¬ 
ples of certain medications 
not yet available to the wider 
public to help develop tests 
more quickly and effectively 
when they are adapted for il¬ 
legal use in sport. 

Philip Thomson, a senior 
vice-president at global 
pharma giant GlaxoSmithK¬ 
line, said the company was 
working on three new medi¬ 
cines and had provided sam¬ 
ples from one to WADA to be 
tested. 

Rogge, however, said that 
sport also needed to enlist the 
support of law enforcement 
agencies to fight against dop¬ 
ing, given that it frequently 
had links to "other forms of 
corruption”. 

Gabriella Battaini-Drag- 
oni, assistant secretary-gen¬ 
eral of the Council of Europe, 
added: "The economic stakes 
are high and therefore give 
rise to corruption through ille¬ 
gal betting and match-fixing. 

’’There is complicity in 
everything criminal around 
sport and that impacts on dop¬ 
ing and performance,” she 
told delegates, adding that the 
council started work three 
weeks ago on a new conven¬ 
tion against match-fixing.

A Lakers statement said 
owner Jerry Buss, executive 
vice president Jim Buss and 
general manager Mitch 
Kupchak ’’were unanimous 
that D'Antoni was the best 
coach for the team at this 
time.” 

The Los Angeles Times 
reported that Bickerstaff 
would remain in that role 
until D'Antoni takes over, 
possibly within a week or 
two. D'Antoni is recovering 
from knee replacement sur¬ 
gery. 

D'Antoni has previously 
been the head coach for Den- 
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ver, Phoenix and most re¬ 
cently the New York Knicks. 
He resigned as Knicks head 
coach last March with the 
team just 18-24, and was 
121-167 in nearly four full 
seasons with New York. 

On Saturday Jackson ap¬ 
peared to be the top con¬ 
tender for the job, although 
on Sunday there were reports 
of various issues between 
him and the club ranging 
from his reluctance to travel 
to all away games and Jack¬ 
son's desire to have input into 
personnel decisions. 

In two prior stints with the 
Lakers, Jackson guided the 
club to five titles.

Jackson, who guided 
Michael Jordan's Chicago 
Bulls to six championships, 
retired in May of 2011 after 
the Dallas Mavericks swept 
Los Angeles from the play¬ 
offs to end a Lakers season 
that Jackson had said would 
be his last.

Vick hasn't missed a game 
this season but that streak 
could come to an end on Sun¬ 
day aainst the Redskins. 

Reid said Vick was foggy 
after the game and has a 
headache. 

The Eagles' 38-23 loss to 
the Cowboys was their fifth 
straight defeat, dropping 
them to 3-6 for the season.
